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Coverack Bay. Coverack is a small village in the 
south of Cornwall, about 3 miles from St. Keverne 
and about ir miles south-west of Falmouth. It is a 
typical little fishing village nestling in a picturesque 
fashion close to the sea shore and well surrounded 
and sheltered by cliffs. It contains a Church of con¬ 
siderable antiquity (restored 1885) wherein is a pulpit 
and font of serpentine stone. The Headland in the 
distance is Black Head (about ij miles distant). 
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
